Detailed building plans for con- 
struction of the Upland city hall 
were: unofficially ordered at an 
informal meeting here last night. 
B. A. Eisen, Los Angeles archi- 
tect, was present and’ agreed to 
prepare the plans even though 
the city has not been advised by 
the PWA of the final approval 
of the project. 

(Mr. Eisen, who gave the city 
officials two weeks ago a report 
the project had been approved, 
expressed confidence the docu- 
ment containing the official ap- 
proval will be received by Up- 
land any day. 

Tentative plans were drawn 
geveral months ago. The detail- 
ed building plans will in general 
folow the general arrangement 
tentatively agreed upon previous- 
ly. Objections have been voiced 
concerning the exterior appear- 
ance of the proposed building 
and several sketches of possible 
architectural designs will be sub- 
mitted to the councilmen next 
week, YTS.

With 1,600 students registered 
at Chaffey high school and with 
approximately 700 being signed up 
at Chaffey junior college, the pros- 
pect today is for a new all-time 
record enrollment.

Is Football Attitude Changing? 


According to no less a personage in the football world than 
Coach Bob Zuppke of Illinois, college boys are getting softer 
every year—and there are not so many turning out to make 
the team as in years gone by. Present day gladiators on the 


football field do not have the stamina as those who have ‘‘bled 
and died for old Alma Mater’’ in past generations—and they 
are not as willing to go out and have the ‘‘stuffin’ ’’ knocked 
out of them, just for the glory of the thing. And the reason 
for all this? The great Zuppke lays the blame onto the in- 
fluence of sorority divans, purring motors and doting parents. 

Perhaps these are all good reasons—but isn’t it possible 
there may be another reason? How about the after effects of 
iatensive training and of the numerous injuries a football play- 
er gets who is good enough to ‘‘make the team’’ each year 
through his high school and college years? In numerous in- 
stances the football players never get over the results of brok- 
en limbs and noses. Sometimes it is an internal injury and 


sometimes it is the heart that is affected by hard training and 
“over exertion. 


Now and then we hear of the sudden death of 
a noted athlete who passes out at a comparatively young age. 

Then, too, it is no snap to go through the grind of training 
day after day for three months or more each year, being re- 
stricted as to diet and being denied many social activities— 
because the football hero must be in bed at a reasonable hour 
and eat what the coach prescribes. This latter is very good 
for him—but he does not like it. Ile works hard on the prac- 
tice field day after day—all for the glory of being battered 
up and applauded by a crowd that may pack the stadium on 
Saturday; or perhaps razzed by fans of the opposing team— 
and sometimes by those of his own student body. 

Then, too, the outstanding football player may be a great 
hero while he is ‘‘doing his stuff’—but after he gets out of 
college he does not find that his athletic career is much of an 
asset in getting him a job. However, in some instances it is. 
With professional football gaining ground throughout the 
eountry there is opportunity for outstanding college stars to 
continue in the game for a few more years, taking about thé 
same punishment that a prize fighter gets for the cash there 
is in it. 

Do not get the idea we believe college football is waning— 
on the contrary it is attracting more fans each year. And we 
believe there will always be plenty of good athletes to make 
up outstanding teams. There is no sport we would rather 


watch than football—there is no other that so thrills the spec- 


tators and brings the crewd to its feet as does football. 
Are Men To Wear Fewer Clothes? 

Men’s clothes have hardly changed in a century. The only 
radical change—though it is a gross exaggeration to define it 
thus—in men’s clothing in the twentieth century has been the 
switch from oversized coats and undersized trousers to under- 
sized coats and oversized trousers, according to Hal G. Vermes 
in the Rotarian magazine. 

But when and how will these ‘‘slaves of fashion”’ 
pate themselves? Just what should be done about it? 
Vermes offers a few suggestions: 

“In consideration of the extreme sensitivity of the con- 
servative males of my acquaintance—and having no malicious 
desire to shock my own sex—I shall first make a very gentle 
suggestion: We men should shear at least a foot from the 
length of our topeoats. And right here we must accept the 
incontrovertible fact that men wear entirely too much cloth- 
ing. They can keep warm in winter with half the bulk. Scien- 
tists tell us that two thm garments are warmer than one thick 
ene. Thus we men can comfortably wear lighter clothing with- 
out undue exposure to the elements. 

“Let us also shear off that useless appendage, the shirt- 
tail,”? he urges. ‘‘And snip off the buttons on our coat-sleeves. 
And the cuffs from our trousers, which are simply collectors of 
dust, dirt, grass and bits of paper. 

“‘And away with the double breasted coat! Away. with the 
stiff bosomed dress shirt; away with stiff straw hats, stiff top 
hats, stiff, heavy brogues. Let us remove once and for all the 
stiffness which results in stuffiness. 

*“With another clip of the ‘shears let us do away with long 
trousers ; after an hour’s wear—unless we stand stiff-kneed. and 
refuse to sit down—they make us look as if we had suddenly 
succumbed to a severe case of mumps in the lower extremities. 
1 propose that we should wear knickerbockers. To my mind 
there is nothing more comfortable. 

*On the beach, we men are showing signs of sanity. There 
we are adopting comfortable attire. But elsewhere, we seem 
to think that when we show our Adam’s apples we are de- 
bauched.

Shanghai Attack 





If a bomb in Shanghai, China, 


had exploded a few feet closer to 


the Cathay hotel, Howard Fay, 
former Upland junior high school 
teacher, would probably not have 
been in Upland this week. 

With a party of.80 on an edu- 
cational tour of the Orient, Mr. 
Fay was within 40 feet of where 
a bomb wrought its terrible de- 
struction in the first major at- 
tack in the undeclared war. The 
Palace hotel, just across the street 
from the Cathay hotel, was hit 
first. A second bomb fell in the 
street. 

It was several days before the 
terrorized party could flee from 
the city. In the meantime the 
men and women narrowly missed 
Deing hit by snipers’ bullets and 
air raiders’ ammunition. Where- 
ever they went mangled bodies of 
victims were lying exposed on the 
streets. At any time there might 
be other bombings and members 
of the party fied from hotel to 
hotel fearful that the next attack 
might get them. 

Mr. Fay obtained permission to 
use a Cathay hotel truck in haul- 
4ng his party’s baggage to a ref- 
ugee ship. 

“In going down the street, I 
‘weaved the machine in and out so 
as not to run over the bodies of 
the men and women killed by the 
bombs,” Mr. Fay expiained while 
visiting here Wednesday with 
friends. “Once a sniper’s bullet 
just barely missed me. In the Jap- 
anese section of the international 
settlement the soldiers wouldn’t 
allow anyone to move the bodies. 
They were just piled up on 
top of each other. Here is a pic- 
ture I managed to smuggle out.” 

Then he displayed a scene snap- 
ped of bodies wrapped in bed 
shéets piled up on the side of a 
street. 

Moving pictures taken by Mr. 
Fay were, purchased by a news 
reel company and he understands 
they are now being shown by 
theaters in the Chicago district. 
He expects to obtain the pictures 
soon and they will be available: 
for local programs, he said. 

Concerning the attitude of the 
Chinese, Mr. Fay expressed the 
belief that a real war is under 
‘way and that the Chinese will fight 
to the finish. 

“Japan is virtually broke,” he 
continued. “If America and a few 
other countries would stop buying 
silk for a short time, Japan would 
be financially unable to do any- 
thing.”

Mrs. B. F. Denison, 
Pioneer in Upland, 
Dies in Honolulu 


Mrs, B. F. Denison, one of the 
earliest settlers in the old Ontario 
colony and the mother of Mrs.
